SALES OF SUDAN LANDS. | 

Though a certain amount of, ann 
may be caused by the recent decree of the 
Sadan Government forbidding sales of land 
by natives withoat the consent of the pro- 
vincial governors, we are convinced that the 
measure is, in the main, both wise and just. 
The Egyptian and British Governments have 
not occupied the Sudan solely with a view 
to their own profit, nor do they intend to 
permit strangers to buy up valuable lands 
fora song and oust native proprietors from 
their holdings by taking advantage of their 
embarrassments, We are prepared to hear 
severe criticisms passed by interested in- 
diyidaals on the action of the Sudan aathor- 
ities. They will be accused of restricting trade, 
restraining free commercial intercourse, inter- 
fering with free contracts, and so forth ad 
nauseam, but their detractors will find it hard . 
to explain why a Government, which exists 
ostensibly for the benefit of the. Sudanese, 
should not interfere in contracts in which one 
of the parties is asa rule an astute and esurient 
foreigner, the other a dasky gentleman without 
sufficient foresight to look beyond the day 
after to-morrow, and without the knowledge 
that might otherwise enable him to obtain a 
fair price for his lands. In our opinion the 
Sudan Government has only done its duty in 
checking or regulating sales which might have 
unpleasant results in the futare. The Sudanese 
who parts with his lands for a tritle to-day 
and ‘s content with the trifle, will be the first 
to complain when he realises to-morrow that 
he has made a bad bargain, and being of a

The 
principal heeds of bis defence were :— 

(1.) Tha copies of conclusions of counsel 
for compiainaut and the volaminous written 
pleadings of the Parquet had not been served 
on counsel for the defendant till one day 
previous to the hearing, and the Court had 
refused to allow an adjournment to enable the 
defence to prepare a reply. 

(2.) The Court had not given counsel for 
the defe:ce sufficient time to finish his pleading 
before it rose. 

(3.) After the jadgmant of the Assiout Court

The Ministries, with the Gonvernorat and 
other public offices, were closed, and the con- 
sulates flew their flags in honor of the day, 
while Cherif Pasha-street and most of the 
principal streets were brightly decorated with 
bunting. 

_A telegram has been dispatched by the 
acting Regent to H.H. the Khedive congratul- 
ating him on his thirty-second birthday. 

Similar messages have been sent by many 
high officials and notables, and the Egyptian 
Press voices the public sentiment in wishing 
his Highness a long and prosperous reign, a 
wish with which we associate both ourselves 
and our readers.

BEWARE OF PRAWNS.

Dr. Meshaka of Cairo writes :—Allow me to 
bring to your notice the following. I bad occa- 
sion to have under my care a few cases 
apperently similar to the suspicions choleraic 
cases reported in Luxor a few weeks ago. They 
resemble cholera in having @ severe onset, 
ssvere colic, and the other usual symptoms, 
with great dejection; but here the similarity 
ends. In about three or four hours or more the 
symptoms abate and the case takes a favora- 
ble turn, while on the following day the patient 
very possibly goes to work, only a little 
depressed and weak. The lighter cases are 
much more numerous, and need no special 
reference, except that most take the same 
course as the first. In all the worst cases, and in 
most of the light ones, I have found that 
eating prawns lies at the root of the evil. 
Vendors care little whether their prawns are 
fresh and good, or old and putrid, as long as 
they sell; and since nobody else cares either, 
the poor folk are allowed to be poisoned,

GAMBLERS OF THE GUITER. 


CHILD. BACKERS IN COPPER AND 
THE USURER OF THE STREET- 
CORNER. 


BY AN EMPLOYER OF LABOUR.

It is a hopeful sign that a spirit of ir- 
trospection is just now abroad among us. We 
are hearing a good deal, amongst other ‘hinge, 
about the “degeneration of the national cha- 
racter,” and undoubtedly it is a subject de- 
serving of most’ earnest self-examination, It 
is my purpose to allude here to one unmiatak- 
able feature of this degeneracy, which I havo 
some opportunity of observing closely, and 
which no one.can deny is acting as a potent 
drag upon the moral and material well-being 
of the masses of our people, both youn; 


an old. 


Engrafted. upon an alarming amount of 


poverty and want, so largely deducible from 


an obsolete fiscal policy, a spirit of reckless 
thriftlessness is apparent, which shows itse’f 
in no more pronounced form than in the 


reckless gambling which seems to be the end- 


all and be-all of the bulk of our poorer classes 


at the present time. In fact, the extent to 
which ganibling on horse-racing has infected 
the national life of the masses will hardly be 
credited by those whose tastes or general 
condemnation of this particular vice has 
removed them from any intimacy with its 
statistics. 

It is not among those who can better afford 
this species of excitement that the greatest 
harm is being worked, but among those 
poverty-stricken thousands whose daily bread 
depends upon the sweat of their brows, and 
who barely exist in a state of perennial want, 
in our great centres of population. Is it pos- 
sible to imagine any more miserable spectacle 
than that of wretched men, who cannot afford 
to keep their unhappy families from semi- 
starvation, but who nevertheless, by hook or 
by crook, scrape enough together to back u 
horse with the tempter at the street-corner, 
in the demoralising hope, which no failure wil] 
cause them to abandon, that some day luck 
will come their way ! [t is a hope which tends 
to depress all genuine effort in the workless 
loafer and in the small wage-earner alike. 

Go any day into such a place as one of our 
great meat markets. There, if you know what 
to look for, you will find the gutter bookie in 
shoals, and doing his business under the very 
noses of the police. The regrettable thing is 
that so few, comparatively, are ever interfered 
with, and, in consequence, some very unfor- 
tonate inferences are drawn. But until penal- 
ties are very largely increased the evil will 
continue. 

Worst of all, however, is the fact that the 
rising generation are quite as much, if not 
even more deeply, vitiated than their fathers 
by the fever of chance. There are bookmakers 
who devote themselves nowadays to betting 
with boys. They will take coppers, even down 
to single pennies, and so vast are the numbers 
of their young clients that they find it pays 
them excellently. ‘I'o indemnify themselves 
for their offer of facilities in such small sums, 
they compel these boy gamblers to bet on the 
composite system, that is to say, they cannot 
win by backing a single horse in coppers, bat 
must spot a placed horse in three races, It is, 
of course, a much harder task, and winnera 
are correspondingly redaced in numbers, but 
the bait held outis ao bigger prize for the 
successfal backer. 

These copper bookies swarm all round the 
warehouses and big printers’ establishmente, 

‘in the neighbourhood ‘of which every day 

parblind youngsters may be seén running up 
to them with their slips of paper and a few 
coppers. These boys are of all ages, from 
twelve upwards, earning from 53. to 103. a 
week. Numbers of them live in the East End, 
and tramp every day about threa miles to 
their work in the City, and back again. Many 
ofthem have to pay over their earnings to 
their parents, with the exception of a shilling 
or eighteen-pence a week, and deliberately 
walk backwards and forwards between work 
aud home so that they may thus save a few 
pance to back a horse with their bookie, And 
for the. same purpose! have known them 
frequently to go without food in the middle 
of the day. ‘ 

The consequence of all this is that they 
become careless and inattentive at work, until 
retribution overtakes them,and they lose their 
employment. Many employer, recognising the 
demoralising inflaence of some of the halfpenny 
papers, with their racing tips and betting 
prices, have prohibited their introduction into 
their premises. Bat the boys somehow or other 
contrive to smuggle them in, and while they 
spend all their morning thinking—in place of 
attention to work—of what they shall back at 
lunch-time, during the afternoon their minds 
are employed in wondering whether their hor. 
ses will win, for the wily bookie of the gutter 
does not allow his copper clients to back their 
fancies both ways. At last, of course, as these 
wretched boys get thoroughly hypnotised, they 
not infrequently end in robbing their employ- 
ers or parents, arid are tempted to adopt any 
means to supply themselves with money. But 
there is another mans to hand by which this 
downward descent is facilitated, 

Jost as there is the gutter bookmaker, ac 
there is his complement, the gutter usnrer. 
This latter individoal will lend any sum, dow: 
to sixpence, which he deems within the payin, 

capacity of his clients, with whose circoms. 

tances he is invariably well acquainted. 

There is a man, whom I have freq: > tly 
watched, in a cortain London district, who is 
doing an immense business as 4 moneylender 
amall sums, His usual loans sre sixpence or 


= 


are working for the disintegration of th 
lower social levels of our national life, an 
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a shilling. On the former he charges an interest 
of a bafoeiay, on tho latter’ a penny. It ix 
generally towards the end of the week that hix 
clients come to him, antl his loans must always 
be paid on the following payday at the week's 
end. He therefore makes an exceptionally 
quick turnover. 

He has got about 6,000 to 7,000 names on 
his books, of which number the greater part 
are pretty regular customers requiring his 
accommodation each week, and thus, at tho 
rate of Is. Sd.'in the pound, he has become a 
wealthy man. His haunts are the doorways of 
certain publio-houses, and the neighbourhood 
of warehouses and works at times when his 
knowledge of his customers’ hovra of egress 
and probable necessities tells him that busi 
ness is to be done. In order to get through the 
press of work that besets him, he is nowalways 
accompanied by an assistant, and when much 
racing is toward he is exceptionally busy. 

It is a queer business, and a feature of the 
strange invisible life of our masses. If of less 
harmtul character than that of the bookie, it 
undoubtedly fosters and is fostered by the 
same demoralisation upon which the latte: 
battens. ‘I'o the usurer resorts the boy who has 
wasted his little all in vain attempts upon the 
gutter bookmaker, bat who cannot rest without 
the wherewithal to continue in the same 
ovarse. Probably sixpence is too mach for him 
to borrow, so he combines with two equally 
broken companions, on the scale of twopence 
apiece. 

The only security the usurer requires is tho 
borrower's place of business ; his home is 
nothing. If he fails to pay up, the usurer pays 
a visit to the borrower's foreman, who is, not 
improbably, also a client of the former, and 
the wretched debtor, youth or man, also finds 
himself in the streets and out of work. Facilis 
descensus, for even the gutter has its grades of 
solvency. 

As may be imagined, the power which 
soch a man gradually absorbs in a district 
is as wonderfal as his gains, and his influence 
upon the social life of his sphera of action 
often manifests itself in many singular forms. 
Not the least curious is the use to which 
he is sometimes put by the unhappy women 
whose partners in life he assists to his fellow- 
knight of the gutter. Finding themselves often 
left without the bare necessities of existence 
for themselves and their children, they visit ! 
the usurer and procure small sums, which | 
are debited to their husbands, and thus, in-| 
directly, they succeed in obtaining from their | 
gambling helpmates something to rub along 
with which they would otherwise be left 
without.

Mr. Balfour's statement of the decision of 
the Government not to regard the vote of last 
Thursday as a proper ground for dissolution or 
resignation took the form of a reasoned exa- 
mination of precedents and of constitutional 
doctrine. He observed that there seems to be 
in many quarters an idea that when a Govern- 
ment suffers a defeat of any kind its only 
constitutional course is to resign. That idea 
has, no doubt, been sedalously propagated by 
the Opposition, yet it is scarcely conceivable 
that it can be seriously entertained by any one 
posseesing the smallest knowledge of the past. 
Mr. Balfour showed that few, if any, Govern- 
ments in this country that had existed for foar 
or five years had escaped defeats which were 
not regarded as entailling their resignation. . . 
'The Opposition, of course, maintain that the 
cirenm-tances in this case are such as to invest 
adefeat inflicted by a trick upon a votein 
Supp'y with such overwhelming importance 
that it ought at once to be followed by resigna- 
tion. ‘That is a very natural view to be held by 
an Opposition which displays, as Mr. Balfour 
observed, all that avidity for office which it 
impntes as a crime to the present Ministers. 
But it is not a conclusive argament. ‘The Op- 
position had last night an opportunity to prove 
that the vote cf ‘Thursday means that the 
Ministers have lost the confidence of the 
House of Commons. ‘hey could have gone on 
with the vote of censure upon Sir Edward 
Grey's motion. ‘They elected to withdraw it. 
The essential point about a defeat is whether 
it does or does not show that the Government 
bas lost the confidence of the majority. The 
Opposition have conclusively settled that point 
in favor of Mr. Balfour.

Mr. Balfour, it is said, bas stated a thousand 
times that he would not resign while he had a 
mpjority. He still has a majority. His defeat 
was accidental ; it was not decisive. Yet, it 
was not astonishing that he should be beaten. 

It is weak becanse 
it is old. The end may not come now, but it is 
not very far off. Sometimes a change of domes- 
tic policy in England invoives a change of 
external policy. In this case it almost certainly 
will not.

NEW OPTIONS, LIMITED.

An extraordinary general meeting of the 
membera of New Options, Limited, was held 
on the 2th ulto., at 8, Queen-street-place, 
London, E.C., for the purpose of considering 
aud, if thought fit, passing resolutions for 
winding up and reconstructing the company, 
and appointing Mr. G. H. Wells liquidator.— 
Mr, Edgar Taylor presided, and, in moving the 
adoption of the resolutions, said that the 
directors had considered many propositions, 
and had not succeeded in finding one offering 
the required inducements. The country they 
proposed to operate in was the Sudan, the 
resources of which had attracted mach atten- 
tion. Under the scheme, it was proposed to 
join hands with the Mysore Reefs and General 
Exploration Company, Limited, and to carry 
on prospecting operations for gold on terri- 
tory embracing some 1,000 square miles, 
in which area there had already been located 
two ancient mining centres of some magnitude. 
As the scheme did not fall within the powers 
conferred by the memorandum of association, 
it was proposed to liquidate, and to form a new 
company, to be called the New Options Ex- 
ploration, Limited, with a capital of £5,000 in 
50,000 shares of 2s.\each, and haying memo- 
randum of associatién which would enable it 
to carry on exploration work in any part of 
the world.—Mr. T Blair seconded the resolu.

THE WORK OF ‘RECOVERY AT 
TOBERMORY. 


Not many years ago Tobermory was the} A hubbub appears to have been made in 


most important town in the Western’ Iélands 
of Scotland. All the trade of the archipelago 
was.done in the beautifally situated bay of 
“Mary’s Well.” After an interval of drowsy 
qniet it is aguin @ eceno of bustle and im- 


portance. 

The story of the Almirante Florence and 
her treacherous blowing up within hail of the 
foreshore and several cable-lengths from the 
island of Calve—Tobermory’s natural break- 
water—was recently given in your columns, 
That she was a treasure ship the syndicate 
now searching for her remains is satisfied. 
Captain Burns, of the Glasgow Salvage Co., 
who is directing the searching operations, is 
not & romantic person ; he is a practical man 
of the world. He would not go on a dream 
quest. There are, he asserts, positive facta to 
goupon, and he concludes from them that 
treasure of considerable value is to be had. 
He has asked for three months from the 
syndicate in which to pursue‘ the quest. 

Meantime he is going ahead. A photograph 
of the bottom, over which he is at present 
working with the salvage steamer Beaver, 
shows & considerable swell or mound of sand 
corresponding tothe space likely to be occupied 
by a vessel of the bulk of the Admiral of 
Florence. Over this sandbank there is a depth 
of water of about’ seven fathoms; in the snr- 


‘rounding ares there is an ‘almostuniform depth 


of nine fathoms. The hypothesis is that this 
formation is caused by an accumulation on, and 
around, the sunken ship. Captain Barns is 
satisfied that this theory is correct, because 
ever since they began working relics in the 
shape of broken seabbards, boarding hooks, 
pieces of guns, a pistol, and other curios, in- 
teresting in themselves, buat of little value, 
have been found among the sand and pebbles, 

Among the recent finds, was a well-pre- 
served blunderbuss, the barrel of which is 
covered down to the muzzle with wood of very 
fine quality and as fresh as when the ship 
went down. The weapon measures 35inches in 
length, and the bore is two inches. Other finds 
are a pistol of small bore, two pieces of lead 
with 25 per cent. of silver, and a small lamp- 
stand with three reflectors. 

POSITION OF THE VESSEL. 

According to the chart of the ground which 
Captain Burns has had prepared, the Spaniard 
lies bow down and stern up. In the latter part 
of the ship he expects to find the gold. He is 
therefore trying to find it. He estimates that 
to do so he will require to dig through twenty 
feet of eand. This, with a digger, would be 
a simple -matter, but in order to avoid damag- 
ing any valuable objects that may be there he 
is employing a sand pomp and divers. The 
pump isa centrifogal one, capable of discharg- 
ing 120 tons per hour. It is worked from the 
deck of the steamer Beamer, and discharges 
through a boxed-in sieve on the stern of the 


vessel. 

The diving has been entrusted to Mr. James 
Gash, of Greenock, whose father was one of the 
most famous divers of the West Coast. His 
work, and that of his assistants, is to keep a 
clear passage for the action of the pump below 
water by the removal of all big obstructions, 
keeping, at the same time, a sharp look-out for 
“relics.” That this work is being well done is 
shown from the number of articles already 
secured. Much of the digging the divers have 
to do with their hands, much as children dig 
for shell-fish. They would prefer to make a 
clearance by the use of shot, bat the material 
is much too soft for shot to have any effect. 

LEGAL QUESTIONS INVOLVED. 

A rather important question is likely to 
emerge, touching on the right of the syndicate 
or of the Duke of Argyll, from whom the 
gold-seekers are said to hold a charter, to 
carry on the operations. Admitted that the 
Crown gifted to the Argylls the sunken ship 
and all it contains, does that right carry power 
to work, as they are doing, on the foreshore ot 
‘Tobermory t Thepumping is being done directly 
in front of the pier. The proprietors of the pier 
hold that the foreshore is theirs. How far their 
claims in this respect may carry them one 
cannot say, but they mean, should anything of 
value be got, to put forward a plea that their 
share in the property is not a negligible 
quantity. People are also asking if the Crown 
had the right to bestow on the Argyll the 
salvage of the blown-up ship. These matters 
are only sutject for idle speculation at pre- 
sént, but should the syndicate come upon 
bullion of value they may easily become ot 
practical interest, It is also pointed out that 
Spain was not at war with Scotland at the 
time the Armada was destroyed. Sha did 
not go to that country as an invader, bot 
as a friend, and in search of hospitality, which 
was accorded her. That there was treachery 
did not give Bogland the right to rob a 
Scottish guest—for the gold belonged to the 
Spaniards, Is it not theirs yet ? ; 

All thisis, of course, by the way, but it 
may serve toshow that even when Captain 
Burns and his friends come upon the treasure 
their troubles may not be over. They will be 
asked to prove their right to it,

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THE BOSPHORUS DEFENCES. 


OUTCRY IN RUSSIA.

Russia because Turkey has added s few gans 
to the so-called defences of the Bosphorus, the 
Ottoman entrance-way to the Black Sea Bat 
more cry has been raised than is necessary. As 
8 matter «f fact, Tarkey is-not re-arming her 
forts. When the Potemkin was ronning amuck 
and nobody knew where she would draw up, 
Abdol was warned that her crew might 
attempt to have a picnic in his river. Where- 
fore orders were issued for the forts to be 
strengthened and manned, and for the “Navy” 
to prepare to give battle to the mutineers 
should they attempt to invade. Accordingly a 
couple of rounds per gan were served out to 
the artillerymen, who slept around their pieces 
at night ready to spring to action at any mo- 
ment ; searchlights were kept playing from 
Kavak, where pilotage begins, right down to 


where the brown river empties itself into the | 


Black Sea. 

At the same time attempts were made 
to turn the alleged warships into a fleet in 
being ; but the effort ended in disaster. Steam 
was got up in the few gunboats and the tor- 
pedo craft’; but without exception thay all 
broke down and had to be towed back. Some 
new torpedo-boata recently acquired by the 
Soltan were ‘ordered out ; but they stayed 
where they were, the builders’ representa- 
tives refusing to let them be used, as they 
have not yet been paid for! The Turkish 
war vessels are not things to be feared. 
Officials and men are not paid salaries, and 
they follow the example set by the higher 
authorities and help themselves. This the 
naval ratings have done by stealing and 
selling the brasswork from the engine-rooms 
and elsewhere, portions of machinery, gun- 
sights and such things. From which it will 
be seen that the vessels are not too well 
fitted to goto sea and stay there, and that 
the Golden Horn is not well regulated. 

As for the forts, they do not strike the 
expert passing up the river within biscuit-toss 
of them as being extra formidable. On each 
flank at the entrance to the Bosphorus thers 
is a masonry work. ‘They are the flowers of the 
fortifications ; bat their gans are obsolete. Then 
on either bank along up the river are other 
works at intervals—weak and ancient erections, 
armed with equally ancient guns almost 
without exception muzzleloaders, possibly 
rifled, possibly not. They have the huge breech 
and narrow nose that marked the guns of the 
days when Rassia and Turkey were at each 
other's throats, and it is probsble that the 
majority of them were never fired: since they 
were installed in their emplacements many 
years ago, and that their mouths had forgotten 
the taste of powder when the charges were 
rammed into them a few weeks ago in readiness 
for the Russian invaders.

It will be remarked that Germany does not 
figare in the new grouping. 

Concerning the new Anglo-Japanese treaty, 
it is stated here that it will comprise more 
distinct and explicit engagements than 
before. Japan is to protect and foster Bri- 
tish interest in the Chinese seas, and Eng- 
land will withdraw a portion of the powerful 
fleet which she keeps in the Pacific. In re- 
turn, England will support the political and 
economical action of Japan in Mancharia, 
Corea, and China. As soon as the war is 
over Japan will send a number of her officers 

| China to-reorganise the Chinese army, 
and England will support her in the accom- 
plishment of this scheme against the preten- 
sions of other Powers, especially Germany. 

he cost of living abroad, especially, in 
France, ‘is 8 question upon which wide vari- 
ance of opinion exists. In a recent article on 
the subject, M. A. de Foville, the well-known 
economist, uses England as a standard of 
comparison, and says that there is no doubt 
that the English, on the average, have one- 
third more to spend than the French, and, al] 
things being equal, more money is earned in 
England than in France. Farther, the cost 
of living in England is far less than it ia in 
_ France. The contrary was formerly the case. 
Butter in France costa 1s. 2hd. to 2s. 6d. per 
lb., cheese from 1s. to 1s, 8d. perlb., and 
fowls trom 2s. to 4s. each. Milk can be had 
from 3d. per quart, bread: 2d. per 1b., and 
_meat from 10d. to 1s, 6d. per lb. Fruit, which 
is more plentifal and earlier than in England, 
costs gbont the same in both countries; 
bananas and oranges, which Algiers exports 
by millions, cust a penny and twopence each. 
Coffee, of better. quality than is common in 
England, costa in France 1s. 8d. to 2s, 6d. per 
Ib. Tea, which is not usually as good as in 
England, is dearer, and costs from 2s, 6d. to 
4s. for ordinary quality ; and sugar 4d. perjlb. 
Cosl ix Paris is worth £2 83. to £3 4s, per 
con, and in many houses heat is a great rarity. 
” In London two boxes of matches are given for 
a halfpenny, but in France each box costs 5 
penny (packets of five hundred cost 4d). and 
they are bad and ill-smelling. Drags and 
medicine are almost prchibitively expensive. 


M. de Foville presents the balance sheet 
of four average families. The first family, with 
an-income of £400 per annum, represents a 
rarigian household ; father, mother, two chiid- 
ren attending school, and a servant.: The 
eecond fantily, with an income of £320, repre- 
sents ® provincial household consisting of a 
father, mother, two obildren, and a servant. 
The third family, with an income of £160, is 
a Parisian household, consisting of father, 
mother, @ small child, and no servant. And 
the iast is that of a workman's family at 
Reims, consisting of father, mother, two 
children, five aud ten years of age, the family 
disposing of a purse of £83 per year. The first 
family expends £350, and has a balance of 
£50 for pleasnres, doctors, and so’ forth ; the 
xecond family expends £250, and has £70 
‘daft ; the third, £135, and bas a balance of 
£25; and the fourth, £63, with a balance of 
£20. In the case of the third family the food 
consists of offee, bread and butter for break- 
fast ; at midday, meat, vegetables, and des 
sert; at four o'clock the mother and child 
have chocolate and bread: and at six o'clock 

(uere 18 @ dinner of soup, vegetables, and 

jezgert. ‘This is certainly an excellent show 

ing tor the money at the disposal of the 
housekeeper. 
M. de Foville pute his finger on the reason 

Of thia gaccessfal housekeeping when he says 

that it lies in the “innate inclination, one 

might eay the passion, for economy. With a 

few francs the little Parisienne, who may be 

hungry many days during the year, id able 
to make herself a bat and frock which many 
wealthy women might envy. And it is with 
the table as it is with the toilette. The art

He explains that it was the custom of the 
Farfadet to leave the manhole open until the 
last possible moment, so as to avoid the feel- 
ing of discomfort from the outrnsh of air, and 
that tbe least thing--a grain of sand in the 
mechanism, for instan¢e—might easily prevent 
the closing of the manhole, and so sink the 
boat.

Hourdel was one of the original crew of the 
Farfadet when she was launched at Rochefort 
in 1901, and remained with her for nine 
months. He says that he “much prefers life 
on a submarine to life on a warship, cruiser, 
or torpedo-boat, It is quite pleasant under 
water for twelve houra at a time without re- 
newing the air, and even at a few fest from 
the surface you feel neither rocking nor 
rolling.” 

Victor Hugo seems to have lived every 
where.

Paris despite its dissipations has its just pro- 
portion of nonogenarians.

Per- 
haps he was in training for really hot weather 
—elsewhere, 


Dérouldde’s house at Croissy-les-Roses, a 
riverine subarb of Paris, has been the Mecca 
of numerous pilgrimages. Tbe whole neigh- 
bourhood was disappointed, with the exile, at 
his non-arrival.

They confided to the reporter that 
they were looking for husbands. In the mean- 
time they took in as much of Paris as they 
could, not forgetting the Morgue ; it is to be 
hoped they were not looking for “him” there.

The United States and Canada have their 
question of alien immigration, and it is, of 
course, 4 far larger one than ours. The visitors 
from Eastern and South-Eastern Europe are 
pouring acroas the Atlantic by the hundred 
thousand every season. The “Hungarians,” as 
they are called generically in the States, pro- 
bably farnish the second largest contingent, 
coming next after the Italians, and being long 
ahead of the British, Germans, and Scandi- 
navians, These people ars not all Magyars, 
though many of them are ; others, however, are 
Bohemians, Gallicians, and Rathenians, Rou- 
manians, Serbs, Dalmatians, and Bulgarian, 
This conglomeration is beginning to colonise 
whole tracts of the mining and farming regions 
of Pennsylyania and Ohio, and is now also 
spreading itself into Canada. 

The sadden shifting of a large population 
brings evils of its own. These, in the present 
case, have attracted the attention of a young 
Hungarian nobleman, who is also a dignitary 
of the Catholic Charch, Monsignor Count Vay 
de Vaya. The Count, who is not yet thirty, 
has had an interesting career. He is a mem- 
ber of a great aristocratic family, a society 
favorite in Vienna, Pesth, and Agram—where 
his cousin is the Ban or Governor—and was 
for some time in the diplomatic service, where 
8 brilliant career lay before him. He threw it 
up to enter the priesthood, and to hecame a 
missionary in the remote places of the earth, 
He went to Eastern Asia; to Qhina, Korea, 
and Japan, to ameliorate the conditions of the 
Christians in thoee countries. The political 
troubles which led to the war interfered with 
his work, and the Count returned and looked 
into the condition of his countrymen emigrat- 
ing to the West. He took a number of trips 
in the great Canard steamers which carry the 
steerage passengers in hage drafta from Fiume. 
On one ocoagion he found himself with 2,400 
persons on board one of thess vessels, and he 
delivered 4 notable sermon to nearly the whole 


company, who assembled on the upper deck | 


and awarmed over rails, boats, and deck-housea 
to listen to him. The Count is a wonderful 
linguist. He speaks most of the dialects of 
South-Bastern Ruropa, as well as English, 
French, Garman, Italian, Spanish, Latin and 
a few other languages. His English is as nearly 
perfect as that of any foreigner can be, and 
considerably better than that of most natives. 


MAGYAR EMIGRANTS. 


In the United States and Canada, the Spos- 
tolic protonotary has found abandant scope 
for his energy. The gondition of many of the 
Hungarian emigrants is deplorable, not so 
mack in the material as in the spiritual and 
intellectual sense. The Hungarian or Slay 
immigrant when he leaves his village, driven 
to the West by the ambition to better himself, 


or the mere pressure of want, has many 
qualities. He is usually si ped ie 
frogal in his habite, affectionate in his family 


relations, and paturally religious. Count Vay 
de Vaya believes that they are in great danger 
of losing many of these qualities in their new 
homes. They leave their priests behind, 

and the traditions and customs of the at 
village life. There is a flourishing and powerful 
Roman Catholic Church in America, byt it is 
long before these new settlers come into touch 
with it, for ita priests speak a language which 
the immigrants do not understand. They lose 
their faith, they become Anarchistical,Socialis- 
tic, and mere materialists ; they become self. 
indulgent, insubordinate, and riotous, and are 
looked at askance by their fellow citizens, The

when they have made a little money ; the 
Hungarians remain, and many thoughtfal 
people in America are inclined to regard them 
as a social and economic danger. 

Connt Vay de Vaya ig endeavouring to 
mitigate these perils by establishing missions 
among his countrymen in the mining and 
agricultural regions of the West—to keep 
them in touch with the Churches, and so to 
bridge over the transition stage, when they 
have abandoned their old habits and ideals 
and have not yet acquired those of Anglo- 
Ssxondom. He has been passing through 
London, after one of his tours of inspection, 
and speaks somewhat hopefally of his enter- 
prises. He has preached to the factory workers 
in New York ; and has made § close examina- 
tion of the immigrant position in Canada, 
with the encouragement of the Deininion 
Government. He has alsg een to Washing. 
ton, aud finds that President Roosevelt is 
deeply interested in his attempts to prevent 
the foreign labourer becoming a mere indus- 
trial machine, without hope, faith, or reve- 
rence. It is work of the more importance sioce 
it seems, to quote Count Vay de Vays, as 
if we were in face of a veritable Volker- 
wiinderwng; « ehifting of the population, such 
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
